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SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT, 


Deeming it neither wise nor kind to compare one teacher 
with another, or to set up one at the expense of others, there- 
fore I refrain from making any comparisons and simply remark 
that all are worthy of praise in that they entered upon their 
duties with a hearty good will, and gave diligent attention to 
the work before them. With such a difference in tempera- 
ment and methods of work it could not be expected that all 
would succeed equally well; but that each has been faithful 
and conscientious we have no reason to doubt. We have 
noticed, however, that those usually succeed best who have 
considerable snap and energy, combined with love and com- 
mon sense. There has been a steady improvement in dis- 
-cipline and reasonable progress in studies. As has been writ- 
ten year after year, many of the defects in our schools can be 
remedied by an increase in interest in our educational matters 
on the part of a majority of the parents. If parents would see 
the highest results from the money raised for school purposes, 
they should interest themselves in the ways and means used 
to benefit their children, and heartily codperate with the 
teacher in the efforts made for their improvement. Much of 
the promptness and regularity, as well as encouragement in 
well doing, depends upon them. 

We often hear parents say, “We try to have our children 
study at home, but they will not.” Parents, if your children 
will not obey you at home in this respect, to say nothing of 
other matters, what in reason can you expect the teacher to 
do? If you should hear the school is not what it ought to be, 
you should visit it and ascertain the truth of the matter. If 
you were paying a man for taking care of your dumb beasts, 
and you should hear that he was not feeding them as he ought 
to, that he was allowing them to hook and kick each other, 
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would you sit down at home, or at a neighbor’s, and find fault 
and wish you had a man who would attend your cattle? Or 
would you go to the barn and see for yourself? Would you 
not go often whether you heard a report or not? Which are 
of the more importance, your cattle or your children? Some 
say, “We have something else to do and cannot stop to visit 
schools.” If that be true, should they not have something 
else to talk about—something they have investigated more 
thoroughly ? 

The duty of the teacher is twofold—she must teach and she 
must govern. As there can be no good teaching where there 
is not good government, the teacher must make every effort 
to secure obedience and good habits in her pupils. In order 
to do this, she usually makes a set of rules for the guidance of 
the school. If the rules are just and reasonable the pupils 
must obey them. If the pupil refuses to obey a proper rule 
he may be punished for his disobedience. If he persists in 
disobeying, he may be expelled from school. I will mention 
four very important rules that must be obeyed : 


Routez I. 


Pupils must not be tardy. Tardiness is a direct injury to 
the whole school; the rule requirmg prompt and regular 
attendance is demanded for the good of the whole school.

Pupils must conduct themselves properly while at school, 
also on the way to and from school. 


~ 


Rote III. 


Pupils should be regular in attendance. Pupils may be for- 
bidden to remain absent from school without a satisfactory 
excuse. They may be requested to bring a written excuse for 
absence. 

Rute IV. 


Pupils must not play truant. When a child that has been 
sent to school by his parents does not come to school it com- 
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mits truancy, and this is an offence against good school goy- 
ernment. ‘Truancy is a grave fault, and those who commit it 
are liable to find themselves in serious trouble. What does 
the truant lose by staying away from school? What does the 
school lose ? 

The few rules that have been given are such as have been 
found necessary in all schools. In every school children must 
be punctual, they must be obedient, they must not play truant. 

The schoolhouses have been painted inside and out; also 
some necessary repairs have been made, so that now all our 
school buildings are in good condition, in view of which State 
Superintendent H. C. Morrison remarked, “'They are better 
than the average school buildings through the state”; also 
that our schools as far as seen, “are as good as any outside of 
cities.” 

Our schools will be what we desire, when the combined 
efforts of parents, teachers and scholars are centered on one 
great principal, namely following the path of duty. By fol- 
lowing this path all will help to make the school what it ought 
to be—a place where the minds and hearts of boys and girls 
are trained for the higher manhood and womanhood.
